Criminal] Corrections Court on — 


May 13, 1954. It commanded 
Tozer to produce the prisoner, 
Marion Sherwood Elder, in that 
court forthwith to answer a 
complaint of burglary in the 
second degree. 


Tozer executed the warrant 
at that time. Elder was given 
a preliminary examination and 
was released on $2000 bond to 
await trial in the circuit court. 
He then skipped bond, was ar- 
rested in Texas and sentenced 
to prison there on a new charge 
~—forgery. 

Affixed to the original 1954 
warrant was a certificate by 
James H. McAteer, clerk of the 
circuit court for criminal 
causes, stating the “above and 
foregoing is a full,,true and 
complete copy of tha warrant 
in the case of State of\Missouri 
versus Elder.” The certificate 
was dated Jan. 24, 1957. 


When Tozer returned with 
the prisoner, he did not produce 
him in the Court of Criminal 
Correction, as commanded by 
the warrant, but took him to 
the Circuit Court, where his 
trial was scheduled. The Court 
of Criminal Correction had no 
further concern with the pris- 
oner after he was bound over 
for trial in May 1954. 

Tozer told the Post-Dispatch 
the warrant and certificate, in 
addition to the bond, were ex- 


hibited by him to the prison | 


authorities at Huntsville, Tex. 
Although Elder was not due for 
release until Feb. 5, the Texans 
were persuaded by Tozer to re- 
lease him last Tuesday in order 
that his bond would not be for- 
feited here the following day 
when his trial was scheduled. 

Judge FitzGibbon said To- 
zer at no time appliled to his 
court for a warrant request- 
ing that the prisoner be pro- 
duced. 

“If he had requested it, I 
could not have granted it,” 
he continued. “It is not 
within my power to issue an 
order to a sheriff directing 
him to obtain the release of 
a prisoner from a different 
state. Had he requested it, 
I would have informed him 
of _my lack of power to do 
50.” 

Circuit Attorney Eagleton 
coupled his criticism of Tozer’s 
action with a threat that if he 
persisted in such a policy and 
the policy should interfere with 
the administration of criminal 
justice, the Circuit Attorney 
would start legal proceedings 
against him. 

Tozer’s Statement. 

Tozer replied that he had 
been simply executing the proc- 
ess of the coltirt and cited the 
warrant which he said had been 
“issued by the Court of Crimi- 
nal Correction, Division No. 2, 
on Jan. 24, 1957.” It was the 
reference to this court that 
brought Judge FitzGibbon’s 
statement. He presides over Di- 
vision 2. 

After receiving the warrant, 
Tozer said, he learned the pris- 
_oner was willing to waive ex-

The United States Weather 
Jureau said one gauge read 
30.53 feet at 9 a.m. Flood stage 
is 30 feet. 

A slowing down in the rate 
of rise was noted, however, and 
the river level was climbing 
only .05 foot an hour compared 
with .45 during the night. 

No crest. was predicted and 
the stage might go to 32 feet, 
the weather station said as it 
forecast continued showers. 

By midmorning 10 families 
had requested evacuation 
Standing by to help were about 
100 volunteer National Guards- 
men, the Red Cross rescue team 
and city and county depart- 
ments. Three amphibious ve- 
hicles were sent here by Guard 
headquarters at Nashville. 


Busload of Students Rescued. 

A busload of 27 school pupils 
was stranded by flood waters 
from Chattanooga creek in the 
southern section of the city and 
boat crews had to go to the 
rescue in four-foot water. It 
was 10 feet deep in some spots 
on the fairly uninhabited area 
police said 

The other main troublemaker 
was South Chickamauga creek, 
which flows through the north 
and eastern suburbs. 

Meanwhile, Police Chief E. H. 
Brown and Fire Chief R. R. 
Gouldy issued orders to all per- 
sonnel to remain in the city or 
leave information where they 
could be contacted in case of 
emergency. 

A spokesman for the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority said the 
continuing rainfall had made it 
necessary to increase water dis- 
charge from Chickamauga and 
Watts Bar dams above Chatta- 
nooga. At Chickamauga, where 
normal discharge is 40,900 cubic 
feet a second, the rate had been 
boosted to -175,000. 

The highest flood stage re- 
corded here since TVA _ built 
Chickamauga dam in 1938 was 
35.8 feet in 1942. 

Earlier Le Conte creek near 
the resort town of Gatlinburg 
gushed down slopes with a roar 
that Smoky mountain park 
rangers said resembled the 
noise of a “series” of automo- 
bile collisions. Parts of Gatlin- 


burg and Knoxville were under | 


water. 

Flash floods from mountain 
streams drove 300 families from 
their homes in Sevierville. at 
the edge of the Great Smokies. 
Damage was estimated at thou- 
sands of dollars. 

Pleas for Sand. 

Emergency pleas for sand 
were issued over radio stations 
while volunteers toiled all night 
to salvage costly stores of ‘mer- 
chandise at Sevierville. Health 
officers warned residents to 
boil drinking water. 

Thirteen were dead in Ken- 
tucky, West Virginia and Vir- 
ginia—first to be struck when 
flood waters rolled out of the 
mountains four days ago. 

President Eisenhower  de- 
clared portions of Kentucy and 
West Virginia a disaster area 
as damages ran into millions of 
dollars. 

Mr. Eisenhower also designat- 
ed six counties in southwestern 
Virginia as a major disaster 
area. 

He acted after Virginia's Gov. 
Thomas B. Stanley had told him 
in a telegram that approximate- 
ly 2000 persons are homeless 
in the six-county area, and that 
many homes ‘and business estab- 
lishments were damaged by the 
floods. 

Red Cross Allocates Funds. 

Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther, 
president of the Américan Na- 
tional Red Cross, said it was al- 
locating $500,000 for flood re- 
lief in the three states. 

As devastated areas began 
the task of getting back to nor- 
mal, new flood warnings were 
raised in Tennessee, western 
North Carolina and northeast 
Georgia.

NEW YORK, Feb, 1—Howard 
Fast said yesterday that he had 
disassociated himself from the 
American Communist party and 
no longer considered himself a 
Communist. 

Fast, winner of a Stalin inter- | 
national. peace prize in 1953, 
has generally been considered 
the leading Communist writer 
in this country. His books were 
once sold in large numbers 
here, and in recent years many 
of them have been translated 
throughout the world, particu- 
larly in the Soviet Union and 
other Communist countries. Un- 
til last June he was a Daily 
Worker columnist. 

Apparently troubled by the. 
need to end his political affilia- 
tion, Fast at first was reluctant | 
to be interviewed. When he | 
agreed, he defined his position | 
in these terms: 

“T am neither anti-Soviet nor | 
anti-Communist, but I cannot 
work and write in the Commu- 
nist movement.”

Exploratory wells were 
sunk for a water supply. A pre- 
liminary survey was made for a 
railroad between Riyadh, the 
capital, and Jidda, the port of 
Mecca. The railruad has nevér 
been built 

While officials will not dis- 
cuss the reasons the program 
was discontinued, it is clear 
that the progress made _ in 
modernizing tke country with 
American assistance was slight. 
Then, too, King Saud’s oil revy- 
enues were growing to fabulous 
dimensions as Aramco, the 


,American company with sole 


rights to exploit the country’s 
oil wealth, stepped up its pro- 


duction. Little or none of this 
wealth went to the development 
of the country. 

Aid Variously Motivated, 


As the example of Saudi 
Arabia illustrates very well, 
American aid is variously_mo- 
tivated from country to country. 
It can have the sole aim of ad- 
vancing social standards and the 
general well-being of the -peo- 
ple. It can be purely military in 
motivation—the desire to Build 
up the defensive power Of a 
friendly nation. Or the ob- 
jective can be largely polftical. 

In the latter instance, ai@v-ad- 
ministrators are frank in say- 
ing, there is less concertr with 
how the money is spent. To win 
over an ally in a critical area— 
King Saud in the Middle East— 
aid funds might be adVailiced 
without too much restricti6f on 
how they would be used; 

In asking for the’ “un- 
restricted use of $200,000,000 of 
aid money the President took 
into account the necessity~ for 
dealing with absolute. monerchs 
and dictators in backward states 
where the transition to th@¥iod- 
ern world is being precafiéusly 
undertaken. Here the issve of 
waste and inefficiency is ¢on- 
sidered secondary. 

Technique Used by British. 

This was, of course, the téch- 
nique frankly used by the Brit- 
ish for many years in the Mid- 
dle East They bought up 
sheiks, sultans and princes- when 
it served their purposes. That

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In Place of Reed 


Justice Stanley F. Reed’s long rumored retire- 
ment is now a fact. The second of the late 
President Roosevelt's appointees to the Supreme 
Court has announced that he will leave the 
highest bench, effective Feb. 25. He is 72 years 
old and has served for just 19 years. When Jus- 
tice Reed steps down, only Justices Hugo L. 
Black, Felix ,Frankfurter and William O. Doug- 
las Will remgin of the eight Roosevelt appointees. 

The Reed retirement will give President 
Eisenhower his fourth opportunity to make a 
Supreme Court appointment. Thus the high tri- 
bunal is now one-third shaped by President Eis- 
enhower. It will be almost half an Eisenhower 
bench when this next change is made. And the 
prospect is for still other changes among the 
black-robed Justices in President Eisenhower's 
second term. 

Thanks largely to the appointment of Earl 
Warren of California as Chief Justice—a man 
like the great Chief Justice John Marshall curi- 
ously previous judicial experience— 
President Eisenhower has substantially raised 
the level of the Supreme Court.. Chief Justice 
Warren is already in the mold of the judicial 
statesman and that never could be said of his 
predecessor, the late Chief Justice Fred M. Vin- 
son of Kentucky, a Truman selection from 
among a circle of personal friends. 

It is not yet cl@ar from the record of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's second appointee, Justice 
John Marshall Harlan of New York, where he 
will rank in terms of his brilliant if often 
erratic predecessor, the late Justice Robert H. 
Jackson of New York. There is good reason to 
believe, however, that the third Eisenhower 
choice, Justice William J. Brennan of New Jer- 
sey, will prove a far more constructive, forward- 
looking jurist than retired Justice Sherman 
Minton of Indiana, whose place Justice Brennan 
took 

All cases that are finally decided by the Su- 
preme Court are important in their way, but in 
our opinion the most important category are 
those which decide contests between the citizen, 
in the enjoyment of his rights, and some unit of 
his government—local, state or federal. 


These are, generally speaking, the cases that 
arise under the Bill of Rights and involve issues 
concerning free speech, free religion, free press, 
assembly, fair and prompt trials, search and Seiz- 
ure, citizenship and deportation. Labor disputes 
and controversies over witnesses summoned be- 
fore congressional investigations are among the 
other groups in the civil liberties category.

In this all-important field, Justice Reed has 
been just about the most unsympathetic mem- 
ber of the Supreme Court. His view has fre- 
quently been that the citizen did not eifectively 
invoke his constitutional right against govern- 
mental power. This is made clear by the follow- 
ing table which shows the number of times, in 


the seven terms of the Vinson chief justiceship, 


that each Justice voted, in non-unanimous cases, 
in favor of the citizen's claim that a right of his 
had been violated. There were 113 non-unani- 
mous civil liberties cases in those seven years,

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Less Stately Mansions 
For what comfort there is in it to Gov. James 
T. Blair Jr. of Missouri, we are happy to report 
that Gov. George Docking of Kansas also has 
an official real estate problem. The executive 
mansion in Topeka is falling apart and the Gov- 
ernor may or may not get a new one, 


The Kansas tale is a sad counterpart of what 
has happened in Jefferson City: The Kansas 
mansion is 76 years old. It is 10 years younger 
than the one in which Gov. Blair has refused 
to live, but it is made of wood, not masonry, 
and is described as equally unlivable. However, 
a Kansas family has willec to the state a 1930 
home, described by Kansans as “in the manorial 
tradition,” overlooking the banks of the Kaw. 
The problem now is whether the Republican 
Legislature will accept the gift for a Democratic 
—or any other—Governor. 

Executive mansions in the prairie country do 
seem to be a kind of affliction for governors. In 
1947 the library ceiling collapsed in the man- 


‘sion at Springfield, Ill., and a few years later 


Gov. Adlai Stevenson was privately debating 
whether to rebuild or remodel the mansion that 
has housed Illinois governors for 101 years. 


Thus the neighbor governors have their hous- 
ing pfoblems, too. Only thing is, they live in 
their mansions.

Up to the U.N. to Speak 

Since the United Nations is not a world gov- 
ernment with the means of enforcing its deci- 
sions, it may be difficult if not impossible to set 
aside India’s single-handed annexation of the 
larger part of Kashmir. If the Nehru govern- 
ment persists in regarding its commitment to a 
plebiscite as a dead letter, it will not be easy 
to take such a vote in the territory under In- 
dian control. 

Yet Pakistan has pointed out to the Security 
Council that the plebiscite agreement was part 
of the U.N. truce which ended the fighting for 
this state on the Himalayan frontier. The Se- 
curity Council only last week reaffirmed its 
previous decisions to let the people of Kashmir 
decide whether they want to be citizens of Paki- 
Stan or of India. 

That may be easier said than done, especially 
since India now seems willing to negotiate, at 
most, the possibility of making the truce line 
the permanent boundary between the countries. 
Since Nehru has been so strong for having other 
nations take their troubles to the U.N., it was 
hoped that New Delhi would reconsider its ac- 
tion. If he does not, the U.N. faces an issue 
which it cannot dodge. 

Even if it is deemed not feasible to impose a 
decision by force, India’s action should be con- 
demned. There is a precedent for that in 
Wednesday’s U.N. Assembly resolution calling 
on South Africa to revise its racial policies. As 
things stand, no U.N. army is going to land at 
Cape Town to make sure this is done. But the 
Assembly, acting as the conscience of the world, 
has taken a clear position. If it is to preserve 
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its moral authority, it will have to speak even 
more strongly on Kashmir. To expect more is to 
fail to realize that it is a consultative body and 
not sovereign, but this much it must do.

“Trucking Pro and Con 

Trucking is a business. of many businesses. 
The Private Truck. Council of America, Inc., 
which is holding its eighteenth annual con- 
vention in St. Louis, is evidence of that fact. 
Numbered in its membership are manufac- 
turers, dairies, bottlers and producers of car- 
bonated beverages, wholesalers, publishers of 
newspapers and magazines, and oil companies. 
At many points, therefore, the trucking in- 
dustry has an opportunity to make an impres- 


sion on the public. It would be a baffling search 
‘indeed to try to find a person who is not served 


daily by the trucking industry in one or more 
of its many forms. 

To a rather unusual degree, perhaps, the 
trucking industry receives a less than whole- 
heartedly warm response in day-in, day-out-re- 
lations with this vast public it serves. There 
are reasons Why this is so, and we have dis- 
cussed them from time to time. 

Every motor vehicle that passes over the 
highways contributes to wearing them out; and 
the heavier they are, the heavier is the damage. 

Overloaded trucks break up the concrete at 
an’ appalling rate—and overloading, in viola- 
tion of law, has been too frequent an offense. 
There is even considerable. doubt that trucks 
kept within legal load weights repay in taxes 
the highways they consume. Excessive truck 
noises offend the public. Reckless drivers do 
likewise—and while they are a small minority, 
they are an exceedingly dangerous one. 

In the cities and towns as weil as along ,the 
countryside trucks can and do sometimes impair 
their welcome by taking the most congested 
lanes of passenger traffic or by parking—espe- 
cially by double-parking—at maximum incon- 
venience to motorists and pedestrians. 

These are only part of the story of the truck- 
ing industry—a very small part. The larger part 
of that story is one of enterprising initiative and 
imaginative application of a-marvelously useful 
tool of modern commerce. 
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Death From the Sky 

For the second time in less than nine months 
there has occurred a type of accident in the 
skies that has been predicted for several years. 
Last summer it was the collision of two giant 
airliners over the deSolate Grand Canyon with 
death for 128 persons. Now it is the collision of 
a jet fighter plane and a DC-7 over the teeming 
San Fernando Valley in California with death 
for seven and injuries to 78. 

Fortunately the airliner was undergoing com- 
pletion tests so it contained only the crew of 
four. The jet fighter, also running tests, had 
two men aboard, one of whom parachuted to 
safety. The other two who were killed and the 
other injured were children on a school play- 
ground into which part of the wreckage fell. 

The dramatic radio message from the falling 
airiiner told part of the story: “Midair collision 

. midair collision . . . We're gofng 5 a Ye ee 
controllable ... uncgntrollable ... Say goodby 
to everybody.” A man facing quick and certain 
death was doing his best to record wnat meager 
insormation he could about what was happening. 

The second part was told by the jet fighter 
radioman who parachuted to safety: “I can’t 
figure out how we collided with that airliner.” 

This type of accident is mentioned in the cur- 
rent issue of the The Air Line Pilot: “A DC-7 
is flying at 21,000 while slightly ahead and di- 
rectly under its nose a Super-Constellation is 
cruising at 19,000. The DC-7 crew, cannot pos- 
sibly see the Connie because it is hidden by the 
nose of the DC-7. Now, the crew of the Connie 
is similarly handicapped. ... It is very possible 
for the lower plane to climb right up into the 
higher one with no chance of either one seeing 
the other.”’ 

There are two lessons in this accident. First 
and foremost, test flying should not take place 
over heavily populated areas. Second, the ex- 
tremely limited visibility in airliner cockpits is 
a most urgent priority for correction. 
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In the Spirit of the Liberty Statue 

President Eisenhower displayed a _ broad 
humanitarianism when he asked Congress not 
only to allow more refugees from Communism 
to enter the United States, but also to redis- 
tribute the immigration quotas “in proportion 
to the actual immigration” from 1924 through 
July 1, 1955. This expands his special request of 
last year. 

Except as a barrier to “inferior” people, the 
old quota system has been a. failure. It has 
meant an open door for far more North Euro- 
peans than have come to the United States in 
the last three decades, and at the same time 
it has closed the door against many others 
who did want to come and who would have 
made substantial contributions to our national 
life. So it makes sense for the President to 
urge that the unused quotas be pooled and 
made available on a first-come basis and. 
further, that future quotas be based on “the 
realities of immigration. 

As for increasing the number of immigrants, 
the President was logical when he pointed out 
that the present annual over-all quota of 154,- 
857 as well as national quotas are based on the 
census of 1920, and asked that new figures be 
Dased on the census of 1950. 

Congressional compliance with his requests 
will not mean unrestricted immigration. It will, 
however, remove the embarrassment which 
arose in connection with the admission of Hun- 
garian refugees. More important, by getting 
rid of unwarranted discrimination, it will raise 
the stature of the United States in the eyes 
of the world and again make this the country 
which deserves to have at the entrance of its 
greatest harbor the Statue of Liberty, 
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Bringing the Phone to.the Farm 
The size of the task ahead in bringing the tele- 


phone to the farm is one considerable evidence * 


of the task remaining for REA and the co-oper- 
atives to which it acts as banker, Fewer than 
half the farms in the nation have telephones 
even at this late date. That is the problem 
being dealt with at a nation-wide telephone con- 
ference of 280 members of the REA field staff 
meeting in St. Louis this week. 


Since 1950 there has been spent for rural 


telephone service nearly $8,000,000 in Missouri 
and more than $7,000,000 in Illinois-- Yet in 
the United States only 48.8 per cent of farms 
had telephones in the census figures of 1954, 
a gradual inching-up from 38.2 per cent, in 1950. 
The 1954 figures showed 52.7 per cent of farms 
with phones in Missouri and 73.7 per cent in 
Illinois. 

Telephone service, like electricity, is doing 
much to make farming a more pleasant and a 
more productive way of life. In Bringing. this 
magic to the farm, REA’ and its farmer-owned 
co-operatives have -shown true initiative and 
self-dependence on a magnificent scale.

You can only have the foreign policy 
you are willing to pay for. If Mr. 
Macmillan wants Britain to be great 


in the “Rule, Britannica’ sense, he 
cannot simultaneously cut the defense 
budget. 


On the contrary, he will have to in- 
crease it. Our hearts may be of oak, 
but our bombs have to be made of 
plutonium, lithium and other costly in- 
gredients. If, alternatively, he wants 
greatness for Britain chiefly in the 
sense of industrial 


advance, he will 
have to toe the 
American line on 
critical issues of 


international pol- 
icy. A satisfactory 
rate of industrial 
investment can be 
achieved only by 
cutting the defense 
budget, and that 
will make us more 
than ever depend- 
ent on the Vnited 
States for military 
security. 

We could, of . 
course, continue to exercise great” in- 
fluence through skillful diplomacy. The 
Canadians have lately shown the way 
to that. But a fundamental choice on 
defense and foreign policy will never- 
theless have to be made. 

It is not one on which either party 
in Britain is likely to be unanimous. 
One cannot see all the Conservatives 
agreeing to reverse Sir Winston 
Churchill’s decision on nuclear weap- 
ons. or to give most of ‘the admjrals 
their bowler hats.

Britain’s Hard Choice 


Nor will the whole of the Labor 
party accept the thesis lately pro- 
pounded with" much cogency by Mr. 
John Strachey in ‘Fabian International 
Essays,” which is that the more inde- 
pendence of policy Britain seeks the 


less she can afford to do without nu-, 


clear weapons. As he writes: 


“The. only national role for which the 
abandonment of nuclear weapons by 
Britain would be appropriate would be 
a role of one of the subsidiary allies of 
the United States — an ally, moreover, 
whose weakness would give her little or 
no influence. ... 

“For those of us who have a pro- 
found faith in Britain and in the value 
of British stability, sanity and experi- 
ence, the eclipse of the capacity of 
Britain to pursue, if necessary, an in- 
dependent policy at critical junctures 
would be a betrayal of some of the 
highest hopes of humanity.” 

His words will discomfort those on 
the Labor side who think that defense 
cuts need have no painful consequences, 


Whether the new British Government 
has faced the hard choice is unknown. 
Already it has taken a decision to cut 
defense, although it has not stated 
fully where the cuts will fall or how 
deep they will be. It may try to make 
proportionate savings in every field— 
taking perhaps 30 per cent off Army 
and Navy, off V-bombers and guided 
missiles, off nuclear weapons and home 
defense, It might hope thereby to keep 


up appearances; but that would be the 
wrong way. It would give us neither 
effective arms nor independence of 
policy.: Take 30 per cent off the guided 
missile program, and it will fall still 
farther behind the United States and 
Russia. Take 30 per cent off home de- 
fense, and there will be no point in 
building any V-bombers because they 
could be destroyed on the ground. 

The proper course, if cuts are'to be 
made, is to acknowledge our political 
dependence on the United States and 
to cut our military effort sharply where 
it duplicates American effort. It would 
be better to scrap all projects for 
ground-to-air and air-to-air missiles 
than, through stringency, to find our- 
selves in five years’ time with weapons 
for which the Russians and Americans 
had by then developed antidotes. 


How Much Duplication? 


Or, alternatively, it might be prefer- 
able to scrap all further development 
of military aircraft and to concentrate 
on missiles, particularly medium- and 
long-range missiles, provided we can 
buy a few American aircraft to tide 
us over the next four or five years. The 
first method could incidentally free 
vital resources to accelerate automa- 
tion in our factories, while the second 
would permit a greater concentration 
on building and selling civil aircraft. 

The decision on method, given that 
the cuts/ have to be made, can be taken 
only by someone with full knowledge 
of the progress with individual British 
projects—and with at least fair knowl- 
edge of American plans. It is good, 
therefore, that the new Defense Minis- 
has gone to the United States. It may 
give him—depending on how much he 
is told—a chance of discovering where 
the duplication is worst. 

He will have to be,careful, however, 
not to give the impression that Britain 
is determined to make heavy cuts re- 
gardless of the consequences. Mr. Mac- 
millan said that we must carry “not 


more than our fair share.” What is the 
test of fairness? 
A Comparison in Defense J 


The United States already carries a 
far heavier burden of defense than 
any other member of the North At- 
lantic Treaty, and now she is being 
asked, in éffect, to stand yet higher 
above the others in her effort. Hardly 
anyone in the United States likes this, 
and a revulsion may be caused. Once 
again, it will be said, America’s allies 
are letting her down, Indiana may ap- 
prove of Mr. Macmillan because his 
mother lived there, but it will be hard- 
headed when the bills come in. 

In the past few months there has 
been a remarkable and warm-hearted 
readiness in the United States to be 
sympathetic towards Britain and to 
make the fullest allowance for her dif- 
ficulties. But navigation of the alli- 
ance in the period ahead will be far 
from easy, especially when Congress 
inquires into comparative defense ef- 
forts. 

It will not be made any easier if, in 
Parliament, members are reluctant to 
face the fact we can ng longer have a 
largely independent fofeign policy.

Between Book Ends 


Traveler Amid Strangers 


THE SAINTS OF SIND, by Peter Mayne. 

(Doubleday, 254 pgs., $3.75.) 

Peter Mayne has a way of expression 
which gives an abundance of color and 
life to the subjects he treats. This is 
clearly evident in his second book, 
“The Saints of Sind,” which deals with 
the strange holy men who inhabit the 
lower valley of the Indus River.’ The 
book is a colorful and thoughtful ac- 
count of his travels in this somewhat 
mysterious region of West Pakistan in 
search of the: meaning of the lives and 
customs of these saints. 

The saints are of all kinds—some liv 
ing and some dead. Some are austere 
in their habits and abode; others, hav- 
ing inherited large revenues, are more 
prone to spend on themselves and live 
in comfort. But beyond these outward 
appearances, these saints serve as 
spiritual counselors to those who follow 
them, and some of them can boast quite 
large followings. 

* * * 

In a sense, these saints are a link 
with the past—a link stretching back 
over 1000 years when the people of 
Sind were converted to Moslem wor- 
ship. Today’s saints and.their worship 
appear to have changed little in the 
intervening millennium. Their ritual 
and habits are strange to the West- 
erner, perhaps all the more strange be- 
cause their cult permeates their lives 
and‘the lives of their devotees. 

Peter Mayne has gotten close to the 
saints, their cult, and their followers. 
And he has answered Many questions 
about them. As in his earlier work, 
“Journey to the Pathans,” he handles 
his subject with understanding and 
feeling. But while he is often serious, 
he. can also be funny, To be sure, his 
own brand of caustic wit comes through 
in almost every episode of his encount- 
ers with the saints and the people of 
the Indus Valley. 

* * * 

Yet his book fs at all times’ sympa- 
thetic. It is this combination of ap- 
proach which penetratés some of the 
strangeness associated with the region 
and its people. Mayne had thought 
to write an historical treatise on the 
lives and legends of the saints. One 
can be grateful that he was led, rather. 
to write an account of his travels 
through the Sind. 

In Asia where, to Western eyeg, the 
unpredictable occurs with regularity, 
the saints are merely one facet. of a 
civilization and culture which the West 
must learn to appreciate and under- 
stand. It is a civilization that developed 
contemporarily with Western civiliza- 
tion, and in some Cases, antedates our 
civilization; . More studies like “The 
Saints of Sind’ are needed if the West 
is to begin: cracking the curtain of 
strangeness which has grown up around 
things Asian.

THE FORTUNE FINDERS, by Jacquin 
Sanders. (Appleton-Century-Crofts, 246 
pes., $3.50.) 

When Zeb Hawkins, the unspectacu- 
lar hero of this novel, followed the gold 
rush it was not to dig for gold but to 
separate it by less laborious methods 
from the diggers. Zeb had been a clerk 
in a general store in Vermont and cir- 
cumstances enabled him to operate his 
own Store in the gold-mining area. 

Zeb, with his New Englander’s deter- 
mination to give more than lip service 
to Christianity and to conduct his busi- 
ness along ethical lines, was bound to 
have some stormy encounters with less 
scrupulous fortune-hunters.

One inter- 
esting aspect of the book is a sidelight 
on the degrading treatment a¢corded 
Indian women. Zeb Hawkins abhors the 
enslavement and humiliation of these 
women and this leads to more batiles 
with his colleagues, and also a dash 
of romance.

The existing routine grew up 
during the first World War 
when our important visitors 
were by definition, at least in 
the Eastern cities, popular fig- 
ures. 

And 
of course no one else came. It 
could be taken for granted that 
the visitors would have a popu- 
lar ovation in New York before | 
they went on to Washington to 
transact official business.

De Orsey was elected to an! 
expanded board of directors | 
yesterday at a stockholders’ 
meeting at which the club's 
biggest individual stockholder | 
—H. Gabriel Murphy—exploded | 
all the fireworks. 


Murphy quit his $20,000 al 
year job as treasurer and board | 
member with a searing indict- 
ment of the club’s administra- | 
tion. He accused club presi-| 
dent Calvin Griffith of lacking | 
leadership and charged incom- 
petence and “waste and irregu- 
larities” in the handling of the 
club’s funds. 

De Orsey’s election to the 
board came less than a month 
after Mrs. Clark Griffith, widow 
of the long-time Washington 
club president, retained him as 
family attorney. As Mrs. Grif- 
fith’s lawyer and representative 
on the board, De Orsey be- 
comes a power in the club’s 
directorate. 


Mrs. Griffith controls the 
Griffith family stock in the! 
club—51 per cent, or control-| 
ling interest, As such, she con-. 
trols the destiny of the club. 


De Orsey Is no stranger to 
| baseball. He was a star semi- 
pro outfielder in the old Black- 
stone Valley League in Massa- 
chusetts from 1918 to 1925. He 
discovered Gabby Hartnett, then 
a catcher in the Blackstone 
League, and, when baseball 
sought a new commissioner to | 
| succeed A. B. (Happy) Chand-| 
ler in 1951, J. Edgar Hoover | 
recommended De Orsey for the) 
| Job which Ford Frick ultimate- 

ly got. 

Murphy lauded De Orsey’s 
election to the board, but o p-| 
posed reelection of Calvin Grif- | 
fith, Wootten E. Young as sec- 
ond vice president and John E. 
Powell as secretary. 


All, however, were re-elected 
to their executive posts and to 
the board—as was First Vice 
President Joe Haynes, brother- 
in-law of young Griffith and 
former Chicago White Sox and 
Washington pitcher.

The stated’ purpose of their 
trip was to examine salaries 
and payrolls in offices of the 
United States Information 
Agency. In this connection, 
they .were assigned to check on 
such matters as whether em- 
ployes were entitled to receive 
special allowances for duty in 
“hardship” posts. 

Mrs. Johnson said there were 
complaints aboutt he inspection

The Justice Department auth- 
orized the FBI to conduct a full

“under color of law” by his 
jailer’s willingly giving help to 
the mob or being derelict in 
his duty. The FBI's investiga- 
tion exonerated the jailer. 

In the investigation, 28 per- 
sons were arrested and 26 con- 
fessed to taking part in the 
lynching. The defense offered 
no testimony. But the jury 
found all 28 defendants “not 
guilty” despite the confessions. 

Whenever a police officer or 
an official of a state institution 
is accused of a possible civil 
rights violation, the FBI inves- 
tigates if the Criminal Division 
of the Justice Department so 
instructs. 

For the most part, the FBI 
has found local law enforce- 
ment officers willing to co-op- 
erate in civil rights investiga- 
tions, 

An attitude has developed— 
and is growing—that if a police 
officer has treated a prisoner 
brutally and denied him his 
civil rights, then the officer de- 
serves to be exposed, punished 
and fired for the good of the 
entire force and law enforce- 
ment generally. But if the 
charges are untrue, then the of- 
ficer’s innocence should be 
established beyond doubt.

Bobby Clark Enjoying the Road Again 


Comedian Came Out of Retirement to Play the Devil in ‘Damn Yankees,’ and Finds It Fun

NLIKE most theater-goers, 

Bobby Clark doesn’t try to 

see the shows which have 
gotten the best reviews when 
he goes out for a Broadway 
evening, but instead looks for 
the ones named least likely to 
succeed. 

“We know they're doomed to 
short runs,” he says, “and it’s 
more interesting to me to find 
out why a show is a failure than 
to see why it’s a success. And, 
of course, if it’s a success, I 
know it'll be around a long time 
and I can wait to see it.” 

Working on this theory, 
Clark, the play-goer, would not 
have gone to see the show in 
which Clark, the comedian, now 
is appearing, “Damn Yankees.” 
Currently the longest running 
hit on Broadway, its touring 
company, which is at the Amer- 
ican Theater this week and 
next, has been on the road for 
54 weeks. 

Often termed the last of the 
great clowns, Clark came out 
of retirement to play the role 
of the devil in “Damn Yankees,” 
and hes thoroughly enjoying 
his most recent lease on his 
long and illustrious show busi- 
ness life. 

“Not that I was bored during 
my two years of retirement,” he 
insists. “On the contrary, I 
kept busy all the time. I’m on 
a lot. of boards of various clubs, 
The Players, The Lambs, Actors’ 
Fund, Episcopal Actors’. Guild 
and several others. But I like 
to make departures from what 
I’ve done in the past and this 
was a departure. And, to tell 
the truth, my wife partly talked 
me into it.” 

“I don’t know why I did it.” 
Mrs. Clark laughs, “‘because he’s 
a lot more under my feet when 
we're on the road than when 
we're at home. While he was 
retired, he was always at some 
board meeting or the fights or 
something. But I think it’s 
good for any human being to 
keep on working.”

Clark himself has been in 
show business since 1904, and 
until 1936 was best known for 
his partnership in Clark and 
McCullough, one of vaudeville's 
greatest starring acts.

sweet little girl and her mother 
was with her. She stood by 
the wreath which the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paraly- 
sis sends every year, and I 
wondered how much she could 
understand of everything that 
they tried to tel! her. 

She is about 5, and I know 
they said to her: “Once there 
was a man who was President 
of the United States and he had 
polio, just as you had, and he 
tried to help you and the other 
little children with polio. And 
then he died and in his memory 
we are coming here today.”

I FEEL SURE the little girl 
was much more interested, 
however, in the snow as a place 
to play and would have liked 
to have gotten away from all 
the cameras and people. 

The President, as usual, sent 
a wreath, which was brought 
there by Maj. Gen. Garrison H. 
Davidson, superintendent of the 
United States Military Academy 
at West Point. The Hyde Park 
Home Club also brought. its 
wreath and Gordon Kidd, our 
rector at Hyde Park, read a 
prayer as he always does at 
this little ceremony.

People Think 


Teen-Agers Admit Careless Driving 


Majority of Them, However, Term Automobiles Essential in Their Life 


By Eugene Gilbert 


President of the Gilbert Research Co. 


OST teen-agers admit 
M trey're slightly careless 

drivers and consider higher 
automobile insurance rates for 
themselves justified. 

Nevertheless, they’ve just got 
to have that jalopy lest their 
social standing collapse. 

Evidence that today’s me- 
chanized youngster thinks life 
without wheels hardly worth 
living—as shown by our latest 
nation-wide survey on teen- 
agers’ views—is far less sur- 
prising than the fact that seven 
out of 10 meekly conceded they 
were poorer insurance risks 
than Mom and Dad. 

Other points brought out: 
Most teeners don’t think that 
use of cars encourages moral 
laxity. Virtually all youngsters 
insist that parents ought to 
make the family car available 
to junior; and the great ma- 
jority believe they should be 
permitted to own a car if they 
can pay for it. 

On the subject of highway 
safety, most youngsters attri- 
buted the relatively high acci- 
dent rate in the teen-age set 
to plain careless or lack of 
driving experience. 

Said a 16-year-old Tusca- 
loosa (Ala.) girl: “I feel we 
teen-agers are a little reckless 
but most of us not excessively 
so. Maybe it’s just youthful 
exuberance.” 

But there were pointed nmil- 
nority views. “You'll find just 
as many adults who are poor 
drivers as teeners,” objected 
Ruth Clayton of Little Rock, 
Ark. A_ 17-year-old Boston 
(Mass.) girl contended permit-

WENTY-ONE per cent of 

the boys and 4 per cent of 

the girls admitted that their 
friends sometimes dared them 
to take chances at the wheel. 
And three-fourths of the boys 
answered yes when asked if 
they’d continue to ride with a 
friend who drove recklessly. On 
the other hand, 59 per cent of 
the girls vowed they'd get out

of the car and walk under such 
nerve-wracking circumstances. 

But careless or not, fully 51 
per.cent of the boys and 35 per . 
cent of the girls rated driving 
as “essential” to their exis- 
tence, Another 33 and 20 per 
cent, respectively, listed it as 
“important.” 

“If you don’t live in a large 
city,” an Iowa boy said, “there 
just isn’t any other way to get 
around.” 

Ninety-eight per cent of the 
boys and 93 per cent of the 
girls agreed with the dictum by 
Mary Ann Medlin, 16, of Little 
Rock, that “a teen-ager should 
the family automobile 
when he needs it, if it’s con- 
venient for the rest of the fam- 
ily.” On the male side, 71 per 
cent thought it should be con- 
venient at least once a week, 
and 46 per cent of the girls 


concurred. 

On the question of age limits 
for beginning drivers, teeners 
came out staunchly in favor of 
youth. State laws on licensing 
vary, ot limits from 15 
years up. Unlike most state 
legislatures, 38 per cent of the 
boys felt youngsters of 15 and 
even younger should be entitled 
to drive. Twenty-two per cent 
of the girls agreed. 

Forty-nine per cent of the 
boys and 40 per cent of the 
girls fixed 16 years as the 
proper limit, while the rest pre- 
ponderantly favored 18. 


o * * 

WHOPPING majority (male 
A 78 and female 64 per cent) 

thought they should be al- 
lowed to drive alone at night as 
well as during daytime. The 
survey also showed that 43 per 
cent of the boys—63 per cent 
in the age group of 18 and 
above—drive cars, against 29 
cent in the older age group). 

But only 23 per cent of the 
boys and 17 per-cent of the girls 
said they had driver’s licenses 
and permits, a discrepancy that 
might cause some eyebrow lift- 
ing among authorities. 

The influence of automobiles 
on youthful morals has often 
been commented on, but 85 per 
cent of the boys and 69 per cent 
of the girls questioned agreed 
with the Brentwood (Mo.) girl 
who observed: “If a person has 
a good moral background, a car 
won't strengthen or lessen any 
threat to morals.” 

One cautionary note was 
struck by Judy Laws, Brent- 
wood, who said, “A car gets 
teen-agers far away from their 
parents.”

They be- 
came the framework of laws in 
many countries. 


Q. Where did France get its 
name? 

A. From the Franks, who 
were among the Teutonic in- 
vaders. During the same period 
the Angles, Saxons and Jutes 
entered Britain. The Angles 
later gave the name (Angle- 
land, later Ang-land or Eng- 
land) to the southern two-thirds 
of the island.

Q. Did the Teutons enter 
Africa? 

A. Some of the tribesmen 
made their way from Spain to 
northern Africa, also from Italy 
to what we now call Tunisia. 
They failed to conquer much 
of Africa because the Sahara 
Desert blocked their way.
